At yesterday's fortnightly meet- 
ing of the Sanitary Board, presided 
_ over by Mr. G. R. Sayer (Head of 
the Sanitary Department), the 
meningitis,outbreak was the subject 
of much discussion, A member of 
the Board, Dr. R. A. -de Castro 
. Basto, submitted a resolution for 
. More effective methods of checking: 
sthe disease, urging propaganda in 
the way of public lectures‘and illu- 
strated posters, : 

The Medical Officer of Health 
(Dr. Pope) strongly opposed the 

* motion, und pointed out that, some- 
thing must. be done to the appalling 
houses, in which the coolie class of 
Chinese dwell. In his opinion, the 
lack of fresh air in these “tunnel’” 
houses was to a great extent re- 
sponsible’ for the spread of 
meningitis. He added that pro- 
paganda would be of no benefit. - 

When put te the vote, Dr; Busto’s 
motion was defeated by four votes 
to three, , 

The Medical Officer. of Health 
(Dr, G. W. Pope) replied to four 
questions asked by Dr. R. A. de 
Castro, Basto, in regard to the 
meningitis epidemic, 

Q—As the’ causative organism 
of Cerebro-spinal Meningitis has 
been found to belong to several 
groups or types, has there. been 
any attempt at typing the organ- 
isms isolated from the tases occur- 
ring in the present epidemic? +- 

A-~~-Yes. The necessary pre- 
jiminary work towards doing this 
has been in progress from an 
early period in the epidemic. 

Q.—If this has not been done, 
will the Government consider ap: 
ar! so immediately? e 

A.—See answer to 1. 

Q.—If on the other hand, this 
has already been done, which is 
the particular type of meningdcoc- 
cus responsible for the greater 
number of cases occurring In this 
present outbreak? 

A—It has not been possible to 
‘complete this work yet; it will be 
a considerable time before the re- 
sults are available. 

Q—Is the corresponding antl- 
type serum (as distinct from the 
‘usual polyvalent serum) being pre- 
pared, and if not, will the Govern- 
ment consider its preparation with 
regard to the present epldemic, 
seeing that ‘according to the lat- 
est researches it has been found 
that the mortality rate is greatly 
diminished when the ‘type’ of or- 
ganiam is known and the corres- 
ponding antl-derum employed? 

A.—The preparation of serum by 
immunisation of animals takes about 
‘8 months, hence the serum now in 
progress of preparation can hard- 
ly be of use in the present epi- 
.demic—the work at present being 
done can only be considered in the 
light of the future. As a matter 
of fact no other serum but a poly- 
valent serum is ever employed in 
:Modern treatment as the infecting 
organism ‘are always, of’ multiple 
‘types. Our present serum has 
‘been tested against several of the 
- organisms recovered in the present 
epidemic and found to be highly 
potent, The preparation of future 
-serum will of course be modified, 

. if necessary, by the information 
gained during the course of the 
present work. 

After his questions had -been 
.anaswered, Dr. de. Castro Basto 
moved the following motion:

did: feel that they had, more or 
less, resigned themselves to the 
fate of: the disease, and there is-a 
pti of futility and fatality in the 
air, 

He thought the’ best steps that 
could be taken were those ag Bug- 
gested,» by Dr. Basto, a man of: 
good ‘medical qualifications. He| 
felt, that they would be infinitely 
better than the alternative of 
inertia. However, he was not com- 
mitting himself in agreement with 
all. the suggestions put forward by 
the Doctor. 

Dr. G.: W. Pope, replying, oppos- 
ed Dr. Buasto's suggestion of pro- 
paganda as a prevention, atating 
that it would be of no good, as it 
would mean the poorer class hav- 
ing to buy newspapers. He stated 
that from January 1 this year, 
there had been 100. cases of 
meningitis, whereas, up to Sunday, 
there had been 875 cases of tuber- 
culosis, about 8 a day, which 
meant about .3,000 a year. 

‘What was the value of propa- 
ganda? One might even recom- 
mend a Chinese of the ordinary 
coolie clase to go for a six months’ 
voyage. He took offence at Dr. 
Basto's wording of his proposal. 

He mentioned: that no cages of 
meningitis occurred. !n the open 
spaces of Prince Edward Road or 
Kowloon Tong, but they occurred,

Rivalry y Among. 
‘Nations. . 


STRUGGLE. FOR | BLUE RIBAND. 


’ Ata time when ¢ the Atlantic pas- 
senger and mail service is 80 much 
ja the public mind, and when com- 
petition, accentuated by subsidy, 
has produced. the Europa and 
Bremen, which, in their turn, have 
led to the difficulties with the giant 
Cunarder and other enormous 
foreign high-speed ships, a “Cen- 
tury of Atlantic Travel” is as op- 
portune as it is interesting. 

This story ‘of Atlantic mail and 
passenger services is an unbroken 
tnle of competition for the blue 
riband of the Atlantic. The “Post 
Office Packet” service began ita re- 
‘gular schedule to New York at the 
end of 1710, the Packet brig Royal 
Anne inaugurating it. Under Cap- 
tuin Shorter she made the passage) « 
from Bristol to New York in 60 
days and the eastward run in 28. 
Throughout the Eighteenth Cen- 
tury Eurdpean nations vied with 
one another for the growing 
emigration and mail traffic. In 
1827 seven sailing ships, owned by 
Measrs. Hall, Blake and Henshaw, 
made their passengers surprisingly 
comfortable, their first-class accom- 
modation including ‘library and 
bath-room, and the fare £28. 

In 1819, amidst the scorn of the 
seafaring world, the little Savan- 
nah, with detachable paddles, 
crossed the Atlantic with engines 
which were running, however, for 
80 hours only in tha 29 days.
